ONDON, Nov. 28.—With the disso- 
lution of Parliament today, all for- 
malities preliminary to the election 
of a new Parliament were completed. 

The proclamation of dissolution sum- 
moned the new Parliament to assem- 
bie on January A, 1911. 

Among the first of its members to be 
elected unopposed, will be Arthur J. 
Balfour, the Opposition leader, 
Liberals having decided not to contest 
his seat for London. 

On the Stock Exchange where regular 
dealings have been instituted in bets on 
the election, the feeling today seemed 
to anticipate a reduction in the Lib- 
eral majority. 

In Ireland the struggle ‘is growing 
more bitter. 
representing every Ulster constituency, 
was held in Belfast today, at which a 
resolution was adopted en motion of 
a Presbyterian minister to draw up a 
solemn deciaration refusing to pay 
rates or taxes imposed by a Dublin 
Parliament or obey its decrees, while 
$50,000 was subscribed on the spot to 
organize the Ulster men into regi- 
ments and purchase arms.

EW YORK, Nov. 28.—The Federal 
government began today one of its 
most important actions against 
great corporations which are said to 
— violated the Sherman anti-trust 

W. 

Henry A. Wise, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, filed in the United 
States District Court for the southern 
district of New York, a petition ask- 
ing for the dissolution of the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Company and 
twenty-nine other corporations which 
compose the so-called sugar trust. 
The petition charges an illegal com- 
bination in restraint of trade and 
asks for court relief in whatever form 
may be necessary, including a re- 
celvership, if deemed advisabie. 

The thirty companies composing the 
suger combine have an aggregate 
cupitalization of $230,000,000 and con- 
trol a large percentage of the output 
of sugar in this country. This com- 
bine is also, the government alleged, 
able to fix prices arbitrarily. The 
petition charges that for years the 
companies have violated the law and 
suppressed competitions and ground 
them out of existence.

MOST IMPORTANT. 

One of the allegdtions is that the 
late H. 0. Havemeyer of New York, 
for a long time head of the sugar com- 
bination, received $19,000,000 common 
stock of the National Sugar Refining 
Company of New Jersey as a gift at 
the time the corporation was formed 
to take into the combine four indepen 
dent concerns—the National Sugar Ro- 
fining Company, run by B. H. Powells 
Sons 4 Co.; the New York Sugar Re- 
fining Company of Long Island City, 
New York, operated by Claus Doscher; 
the Mollenshauer Sugar Refining Com- 
pany of Brooklyn, and the W. J. Me- 
Cahn Sugar Refining Company 
Philadelphia. 

These companies up to 1900 were in- 
dependent and it is said the American 
Company was determined to acquire 
them. Under a plan instituted by Mr. 
Havemeyer, John FE. Parsons and 
James H. Post, the National Company 
was formed and took the four planta, 
Mr. Post obtaining options on them 
When the new stock was delivered, the 
petition seta forth, Post elivered 
100,000 shares of common stock, the en- 
tire issue, with a par value of 
$10,000,000), to Mr. Havemeyer. 

CONTRARY TO LAW. 

The petition says: “The shares were 
issued in the first instance contrary to 
law, in violation of the corporation's 


franchise and for no consideration, as 


both said Post and Havemeyer then 
well knew. 

The government alleged that when 
the American Company took over four 
Philadelphia companies—the Franklin 
Sugar Refining Company, the Spreck- 
els Sugar Refining Company. the Del- 
aware Sugar House and the K. C. 


bought 45 per cent. of the stock of the 
Spreckels company and then sold it 
at a large profit to the American Com- 
pany, of which both were directors. 

In general, the petition charges that 
the defendants, “for some time past, 
have been, and are now engaged in 
an unlawful combination and conspir- 
acy to restrain the trade and commerce 
among and between the several States 
and territories of the United States 
and with foreign nations in raw sugar, 
sugar beets, refined sugar, molasses, 
syrups and other by-products of raw 
sugar and sugar beets and to monopo- 
lize the same.” 

OVER MANY YEARS. 

“Buch unlawful combination and con- 
spiracy are the result and outgrowth 
of a series of wrongful acts extend- 
ing over a period of many years and 
participated in by defendants, ro- 
spectively, in the manner and to the 
extent of hereinafter more fully set 
forth. 

“In participating in the various acta, 
agreements and combination herein. 
after described all of the defendants 
have been actuated by wrongful! intent 
to restrain said interstate and for- 
eign trade and commerce in raw and 
refined and related articles and to 
monopolise parts thereof.” 

The government petitions the court 
to decree: 

“That the defendants have been en- 
gaged in unlawful combination and 
conspiracy to restrain and monopolize 
trade, and that their officefs, directors, 
atock holders, agents and employes

NEW YORK. Nov. 28.—Lateast reports 
received by the American Museum of 
Natural History from the Arctic expe- 
dition sent out two years ago under Dr. 
R. M. Anderson and V. Steffanssen, in- 
dicate that the explorers will de back 
in New York within a month. The ex- 
pedition has gathered a mass of valua- 
bie information and of specimens to - 
lustrate the manners and customs of 
the littl known Patmos of the 
Mackenaie delta. The scientists, in or- 
der to study one tribe literally turned 
“koglomolik,” or adopted the life of the 
tribe, living as they did, eating the 
same uncooked food and in every other 
way adhering to the tribal customs as 
far as possible. 

Their latest report tells how. they 
spent Thanksgiving Day a year ago. 
They were trekking across country and 
had exhausted their supplies of food 
three days before. Starvation seemed 
facing them, when they came across 
the carcass of a whale on the beach. 
The whale had been dead about four 
years, but says Steffanssen, they were 
giad to cull over the remains, and 
found the selected portions “delicate 
and satisfying.” They feasted on frozen 
whale and blubber for fifteen days and 
then resumed their travels.

a i2-year-old boy, with a toy rifle, 
stood off the rioters, who were at- 
tempting to invade his home and as- 
sault his sister, and finally shot one of 
the women pickets who did not believe 
he was in earnest. The “peaceful ar- 
gument” methods of strike pickets has 
now reached the stage where they 
stone the windows out of residences 
and break down the doors in order to 
“influence” people who ate working for 
a living. | 

Three riots of the utmost violence 
opened the day in the garment work - 
ers’ strike. One girl was shot, another 
girl was beaten unconscious, one man 
was k senseless, many persons 
were injured by flying missiles and five 
women, four men and a boy were af 
rested as a result of the disorder.

RIOTING BEGINS EARLY. 

Paula Miller, who is 19 years old, and 
several other girl strikebreakers em- 
ployed by Hart Schaffner & Marx, 
have been taken to their places of 
work in automobiles sent by the firm 
for safety'’s sake. . 

Today, when the auto drew up at 12 
South Troy street, strike pickets gave, 
the alarm and a crowd immediately 
gathered. Bricks and stones were 
thrown at the Miller home and several

At this mo- 
ment, the’ Hinman street police arrived 
in response to the riot call and dis- 
persed the mob. ‘The boy was arrested, 
but declared that he had fired in de- ; 
fense of his sister. 

The first riot call was received about 
6:20 o'clock. Sergeant McCann, with 
Policemen Wright, O Rourke, Styx, 
Scanlon and Kane, went to the scene 
in the patrol wagaqn and found Alexan- 
der street. near Wentworth avenue. 
blocked with struggling, screaming 
Italians, men, women, boys and giris. 

They charged the crowd with drawn 
clube. Sergt. McCann went down, 
struck on the head with a stone just 
before he reached the crowd, Other 
policemen, Who claim they saw Ben- 
balla throw the stone, grabbed the man 
and when he resisted clubbed him. 

SECOND ALARM IN. 

The patrol wagon had just been 
backed into the barn when the second 
alarm was received. The same squad 
of policemen answered the second call.

The Mesa Verde park contains about 
400 prehistoric ruins of the type 
known as “cliff dwellings” and “an- 
cient pueblas,“ declared to be one of 
the most notable groups ef ancient 
structures within the limits of the 
United States, for the protection of 
which the park was established.

FOR NEW YORK. 


Bill to Be Introduced With 
Chance of Passing. 


Keep Game Clean. 


Commission Proposed to See

NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch] When the next Legisiature 
convenes at Albany a bill is be in- 
troduced legalizing public boxing ex- 
hibitions of a limited number of rounds 
before incorporated ~athietic clubs. 
Several well-known boxing promoters 
are behind this measure and have re- 
cetved assurance that it will meet with 
approval 


It is understood that the bill will in- 
clude a provision for a State boxing 
commission to be composed of three 
Members to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor,, whose duties will include the is- 
einm of licenses to clubs of recog- 
nized stability. The framers of the bill 
believe that clubs should pay high fees 
for licenses, say $1000 per club annual- 
ly. with a percentage of net receipts to 
be collected as a State tax, the entire 
maney thus realized to be turned over 
to the State's charitable institutions. 

By enacting a big license fee and a 
tax it is figured that the proposed box- 
ing law would bar fly-by-night clubs 


operating and would limit the lor 


from 

humber of legitimate organizations to 
comparatively few. A State commis- 
sion, it is shown, would grant a per- 
mit for each contest, and that it would 
be ible to prevent battles that 
might be termed “prize fights” because 

of Fo notoriety of the pugilists. 
commission would have power to 
frame rules governing clubs which 
would compel all contestants to be 
t examined by competent doc- 
and to appoint official referees, 
who-would have to show a thorough 
ledge of how to conduct a match, 
and also to — a uniform set of box- 
ing rules, stipulating the weight of the 
the size of the gong, the time 
of Weighing-in and limits in all cases. 
It.is planned to limit the number of 
rounds of each contest to twenty rounds 
of three minutes, with a compulsory 
rule that referees must prevent knock- 
outs at all hazards.

MASTER-GENERAL.

Wants to Wipe Out the Annual 
Postal Deficit and le Making an 
investigation of the Whole Service. 
Railroad Mail Transportation Be- 
ing Carefully Studied. 


Frank H. Hitchcock, whom it is the 
delight of certain people to call the 
“Politician Postmaster-General,” is 


last cent how much it actually costs 
the railroads of the United States to 
carry the mails. writes the Washing- 
ton correspondent of the St. Louis 
Times. 

When the Postmaster-General gets 
his information, it may be that means 
will be found to save the people of the 
country a large sum of money, and 
that they will get the benefit of it 
through reduced postage rates, an ex- 
tension of the rural route service or 
through something more profitable to 
the purse and the convenience of the 
American citizen. 

The department employees, under 
the direction of the chief. are engaged 
in the giant task of finding out defi- 
nitely how much it costs the railroads 
to carry the mails and whether or not 
they are making the enormous profits 
that have been more than hinted at in 
Congress and elsewhere. 

The magnitude of the work may be 
known when it is said that a large 
part of the clerical force of the service 
is engaged in it. The returns which 
the railroads make to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission are under 
study, and to these have been added 
reports direct from the railroads to the 
department. More than this, the en- 
tire inspector force of the service is 
lending its aid to enable the officials 
to get figures which they can be sure 
are right. 

The country has been divided into 
zones, and each one is considered sep- 
arately. It is more costly to carry the 
mail in some places than it is in other 
places, and all.this has to be taken 
into consideration. Before the depart- 
ment gets through with its work it 
will know what part of the expense of 
operating the railroads falls to the 
Passenger Service. what part to the 
freight service, what part to express 
service and what part to the mail 
service. 

Trains are being considered sepa- 
rately. The number of cars on a train 
is noted with a separation of those 
given over to passenger, baggage, ex- 
press and mall service purposes. More 
than this the space in the cars which 
is used by the Postoffice Department 
is learned with its relation to the space 
given over to other carrying purposes. 

Some of the men engaged in this in 
vestigation in the department are 
working long hours. Admittedly, the 
problem to be solved is as hard a thing 
as ever came out Of analytical geome- 
try. The work is pretty well advanced, 
but absolute accuracy is necessary and 
is insisted upon. The department 
does not care to make any mistakes. 
It has been charged in Congress and 
in the press frequently that the ral 
ronds were making too much money 
out of their contracts for carrying the 
mails. There have been frequent at- 
tempts to find out hew much it 
but there was lack of prope informa- 
tion, and it was found to be almost 
impossible to drag from their hiding- 
pinces the facts which were necessary 
to bring results,
